At Gettysburg there waa nothlog to 
shoose between the valor of the North 
ami the South. Tba South loat the 
light, but It loat It honorably and 
(With the prmtlge of Ita aoldlery un- 
tflmmed. The charges made on that 
Bald have gone down Into hiatory aa 
assault h made under condltlona which 
•vary man felt might mean death at 
tha end. The defensea made at Gettys- 
hurg were of the kind which it take* 
Iron In the blood to make perfect. At 
Gettysburg Northernera and South- 
ners replenished their atore of ro- 
tor their antagonists. The bat- 
marked the high tide of the war 
the atatea. After it the 
11th largely was on the defensive, 
lit Ita defenae waa maintained with 
tltude and In the face of prlvatlona 
which could not chill the blood of 
men fighting for what they thought 
waa the right. 

The Northern armies were persis- 
tent In their attacks through the cam- 
paigns which after a few months were 
started aglnat the objective point. 
Richmond. Brave men here and brave 
men there, and after the end came It 
waa the qualltlea which keep com- 
pany with bravery which made the 
soldiers of the North and South bo 
nady to forget and to forgive and to 
work again for the good of a com- 
mon country. 

The great battle of chancellors ville 
waa fought not long before the oppos- 
ing Vnlon and Confederate forces met 
on the field of Oettyaburg. Chancel- 
loravlllo was a Confederate victory. 
The Southern government believed 
that the victory sliould be followed up 
by an Invasion of the North for, ac- 
cording to ita reasoning. If an Import-

Oeneral Robert K. Lee late In 
■prlng of 1163, made hla preparatlona 
to conduct hla campaign Northward 
Into tba state of Pennsylvania. He 
had under hla command three corpa, 
Oeneral Jamee I^ongatreet command- 
ing tha First, Oeneral Richard 8. 
■well commanding the Second, and 
Oeneral A. P. Hill commanding the 
Third. In the Vnlon army which aft 
•rward confronted Lee at Oettyaburg. 
there were aeven corpa, but tbe num 
bar of men In each waa much leaa 
than that in a Confederate corpa. the 
military composition of 
The Union 
who under Meade war* at Oet- 
tyaburg, wer* Oenerala John P. Rey 
nolda. W S. Hancock. Daniel B 
Sickles, George Sykea. John Sedgwick, 
O. O. Howard and H. W. Slocum 
Forcea Almost Evenly Matched. 
It never haa been determined be- 
yond the point of all dispute Just how 
>many men were engaged on each side 
to the battle of Oettyaburg. It la 
Known that the armies were vary 
nearly equal in atrength. the proba- 
bilities being that the Confederate 
force waa a few thousand men strong 
•r than the Union force, a difference 
which »as balanced perhapa by the 
fact that the Union armies at (Jetty* 
burg were lighting In defeuao of then 




to make Ita way Into the 
Suaquehanna Valley through the town 
of Oettyaburg and then to turn In Ita 
courae after destroying rallroada and 
gathering in suppliea, and to meet the 
Confederate commander with the main 
army at Harriaburg. 

It waa Oeneral Jubal A. Early Of 
General Let 's command, who reached 
Gettysburg after a long hard march 
on June 26. From there he went to 
the town of York and from thence to 
Wrightsvllle. At this place he was 
ordered by General l>ee to retrace hla 
steps and to bring hla detachment 
back to a camp near Gettyaburg. 
When Early ahd obeyed Lee's order 
and had reached a point near Gettys- 
burg he found the entire Southern 
force was camped within easy strik- 
ing diBtance of the now historic town. 

In the meantime things were hap 
penlng elsewhere. General Hooker 
In command of the Union army which 
had been depleted at Chancelloravllle, 
had succeeded in out-maneuvering 
General Stuart in command of Lee's 
cavalry, had got around Stuart'* com- 
mand In a way to prevent the South- 
ern general from forming a JuncUon 
with the force* of hla chief comman- 
der. Lee gave over the proposed 
movement on Harriaburg when he 
heard of Hooker** approach and 
brought the different parts of his 
army together. 

Four days before the Gettysburg 
fight began General Hooker resigned 
as commander of the Union army. 
Hooker and General Hallock die- 
agreed upon a matter concerning 
which atrateglats today say that Gen- 
eral Hooker was right. Three days 
before the battle began, that Is. June 
28, 1863, Oeneral George Gordan 
Meade waa named aa Oeneral Hook- 
er's successor In charge of the North- 
ern army. Oeneral Mead* at once 
went into the field and established 
hi* headquarters at a point tan or 
twelve miles south of the town of 
Gettysburg. 

Armies Meet at Oettyaburg. 
It **em* that General Lae on hear 
lng that Stuart had not succeeded In 
checking the Union army's advance 
had made up his mind to turn south- 
ward to meat the fore* of Hooker, or 
aa It turned out the force of Meade. 
Lee with hi* force had advanced 
north beyond Oettyaburg. while Meade 
with hla fore* waa south of the town. 
The field* near the Pennsylvania Til- 
lag* had not been picked aa a place of 
battle, but there It waa that the two 
great armies came together and for 
three day* struggled for the mas- 
tery. 

On the last day of June, the day 
before the real battle of Oettyaburg 
began. Oeneral Rey nolda, a corps 
commander of tha Union army, went 
forward to feel out the enemy He 
reached Oettyaburg by nightfall. HI* 
corpa. the Pint, together with the 
Third and the Eleventh Infantry 
Corp* with a dlvlaion of cavalry, com- 
posed the Union army's left wing. 
Tha Fifth Army Corpa waa aent to 
of Oettyaburg.

General Reynolds of the Union

a courier to Meade saying that the 
high ground above Oettyaburg waa 
the proper place to meet the enemy. 
Not long after this message waa Bent 
to Meade Oeneral Reynolda who dis- 
patched It. waa killed He waa on 
horseback near a patch of wood* with 
his force confronting a large detach 
ment of Confederate troops which was 
coming toward them. These troops of 
the enemy were dispersed by th* 
Union batteries and Reynolda waa 





struck him In the bead killing him In- 
stantly 

General Abner Doubleday succeeded 
Reynolds In command of the troop* 
•t that point of th* Held A brigade 
of Confederate*, a Mississippi organi- 
sation, charged tbe Union fore**, 
broke their organisation and succeed- 
ed In making prisoners of a large part 
of a New York regiment Later tbeee 
men were recaptured and the Missis- 
sippi brigade was driven back, a por- 
tion of it surrendering In th* fight 
on the first day at this point of th* 
field or near It. one Union regiment, 
th* 161st Pennsylvania, lost In killed 
and wounded 337 men out of a total 
of 446 In a little more than a quarter 
of an hour', fight. 

tubleday fell back to 
and extended hla 
employed against him 
greater then his own, and 
after hard fighting Seminary Ridge 
was given up. The flrst day's battle 
waa in effect and in truth a victory 
for the Southern arms. On the night 
of July 1 General Hancock arrived 
and Succeeded in rallying the Union 
forcea and putting new heart Into the 
men. General Meade on that night 
ordered the entire army to Gettys- 
burg. 

Victory Not Followed Up. 

For some reason or other perhaps 
unknown to thl* day. what waa virtu- 
ally a Confederate victory on the first 
of July was not followed up by Oen- 
eral Lee early on the next morning. 
General Meade therefore aucceeded in 
atrengthenlng hla linos and In pre- 
paring for the greater conflict. One 
end of the Union line waa some diB- 
tance east or Cemetery Hill on Rock 
Creek, another end waa at Round Top 
something more than two miles be- 
yond Cemetery Hill to the south The 
Confederate line confronting It was 
somewhat longer. 

It la Impossible In a brief sketch of 
this battle to give the namea of the 
brigade and the regimental comman- 
ders and the names of the regiment* 
which were engaged on both sides in 
this great battle. Meade. Hancock. 
Howard, Slocum and Slcklea with 
their men were confronting Lee. 
Longatreet, Hill, Ewell and the other 
gTeat comraandera of the South with 
their men. The line of battle with the 
spaces in between the different com- 
mands was nearly ten miles. It waa 
the Confederate general's Intention to 
attack at the extreme right and left 
and at the center simultaneously. It 
waa to be General Longatreet's duty 
to turn the left flank of the Union 
army and to "break it." Longatreet's 
intended movement was discovered in 
time to have it met valiantly. The 
battle of the second day really be- 
gan with Longstreet's advance. The

There waa a tremen- 
dous loas of life on both aldea, and 
while In general the day had gone 
favorably to tbe Northren cause Get- 
tysburg was stUl a drawn battle. 
Charge of Gen. Pickett. 

It was on July S, the third and laat 
day of the great battle of Oettyaburg 
that Pickett's men

their destination had a short hand-to- 
hand encounter with the northern sol- 
diers. It was soon over and Pickett's 
charge, glorious for all time In his 
tory, was a failure in that which It 
attempted to do, but waa a success as 
helping to show the heroism of Amer- 
ican soldiers. 

The losses at Gettysburg on both 
sides were enormous. The Union 
army loat Generals Zook, Farnsworth, 
Weed and Reynolds, killed; while Gra- 
ham, Barnes, Gibbon, Warren, Double- 
day, Barlow, Sickles, Uutterfleld' and 
Hancock were wounded. The total 
casualties killed .wounded, captured 
or missing on the Union side num- 
bered nearly 24,000 men. On the Con- 
federate aide Oenerala Semmes, Pen- 
der, Garnet, Armistcad, and Harks 
dale were killed, and Generala Kemp 
er, Klmbal. Hood, Heth, Johnson and 
Trimble were wounded. The entire 
Confederate loss 1b estimated to have 
been nearly 30,000 men. 

The third day's fight at Gettyaburg 
was a victory for northern arms, but 
it waa a hard won fight and the con 
fllct reflects luster today upon the 
north and the south. Lee led his 
army back southward, later to con 
front Grant In the campaigna which 
finally ended at Appomattox.
